Bernstorff’s Letter to Larsing.

Mr. Dumba’s reference to a resolution 
voted by the Senate prohibiting the ex- 
portation of arms and ammunition 
shows an almost incredible ignorance of 
public events here. More extraordinary 
still is his apparent belief that such a 
resolution, even if adopted by the Sen- 
ate, without ‘the co-operation of the 
House, had force. Of course, no such 
resolution was ever passed by the Sen- 
ate. One was introduced by Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, but it did not’ 
even get & favorable committee report, 
He even seems to have thought that 
State Legislatures could accomplish 
what Congress failed to do, if they were 
so disposed. 

While nothing further wili probably 
be done regarding Dr. Dumba, it may 
prove a different matter regarding 
Captain von Papen, the German Mili- 
itary Attaché. His reference to Am- 
ericans. as ‘idiotic -Yankees,’’ recalls 
at once the personal comments of De- 
puy de Lome, once Spanish Minister aty 
Washington, made in a letter about 
President McKinley.

DYNAMITE SHIP GETS 
ORDERS TO MOVE ON 


Magdeburg With 300 Tons a 
Menace to Safety, Secretary 
McAdoo Decides. 


The German steamship Magdeburg, 
which was bound for Australia at the 
beginning of the war with 300 tons of 
dynamite, and which put into this har- 
ber thirteen months ago, to escape cap- 
ture, has been ordered to take her dan- 
gerous cargo out of the harbor or to 
dispose of it, so it shall no longer be 
@ menace to shipping, to the South 
Brooklyn shore, and possibly even to 
Fort Hamilton ana Fort Totten at the 
Narrows. The order was issued yester- 
day by Secretary of the Treasury  Mc- 
Adoo and was transmitted’ to Captain 
John F. Wild, Supervisor of Anchor- 
ages in New York Harbor. 

For several months residents of Souch 
Brooklyn have been ftrightewed at the 
proximity of the dynamite ship. Neigh- 
borhood gossip has made it common 
knowledge that dynamite, long stored, 
deteriorates and gives off a gas, highly 
explosive_in itself, so that fear han 
been felt that the Magdebureg’s cargo 
was in danger of exploding almost_at 
any moment. 

What might result from the explosion 
of 600,000 pounce of dynamite in New 
York’s harbor has been a topic of spec- 
ulation. not. only among residents of 
nearby neighborhoods, but among of- 
ficers of the forts as well, for it was 
suggested thatthe terrific concussion 
might explode the magazines there.

It was suggested last night that the 
vessel might be taken into Long Island 
Sound and there the dynamite. light- 
ered off. in small quantities. The ship 
has no agents here, as she was not 
destined for this port and her cargo is 
consigned to her commander.

The ship was going from Egypt to the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, according to the re- 
port.

IN TIME 


“ne Anchor liner Tuscania arrived at 
8 o’clock last night, bringing 408 passen- 
gers and crew of the Greek steamer 
Athinai, which was abandoned afire at 
sea on Sunday night. There were 62 
first-class, 51 second-class, 325 steerage, 
and 70 officers and crew, all Greeks 
with the exception of 45 American citi- 
zens. Among ‘the survivors were 22 


|children and 32 women. 


Captain Nicolai Boziatgiles said that 
five steerage passengers and fifty-six 
members of the crew were following the 
Tuscania into port on the British freight- 
er Roumanian Prince. The work of 
transferring the passengers from the 
Athinai to the Tuscania was carried out 
without accident except a, few bruises 
among the men who assisted in the life- 
boats. Tomaso Sotoniou, 40 years old, 
a Greek passenger in the second cabin, 
dropped dead on Monday morning of 
heart disease brought on py the excite- 
ment and was buried at sea in the aft- 
ernoon. 


Some Saved Hand Baggage. 
The: majority, of the survivors had 


/managed to save some of their hand 


baggage they had in their cabins, but 
the trunks in the baggage room in Ne. 2 
hold, where the fire started, were all 
lost. ‘Thirty-two American missionaries 
and students who were going to Constan- 
tir.ople, E t, and Jerusalem lost every- 
thing they had, and landed on the pier 
last night: with just what they had on. 

The passengers said there was very lit- 
tle excitement when they knew that the 
snip had ‘to be abandoned and the trans- 
fer made to the Tuscania in small boats. 
Three Greeks in the steerage and one of 
the able seamen of the Athinai lowered 
the emergency boat on the port quarter 
and rowed off to the Tuscania, but they 
were not allowed on board until after the 
passengers had been rescued. When the 
Greek sailor finally got on board he was 
put in irons. 

Captain Nicholas Boziatzides said the 
fire on the Athinai was of incendiary 
origin, as it started in a hold filled with 
bags of rice and coffee which. were on 
the bottom tier of the lower hold, and 
for that reason ne ‘did not believe it 
was occasioned by spontaneous combus- 
ion. 

“The hatches were sealed,’’ ne_ said, 
‘and it was impossible for the passen- 
gers to gain access to that hold. There 
was baggage of the third class in the 
hold, as all as boxes and bales of gén- 
eral cargo, but it was decided that the 
fire which started last Saturday morn- 
ing was far below these.” 

Captain Boziatzides said that when the 
fire was discovered he ordered all vents 
leading to the lower No. 2 hold closed 
airtight and turned live steam into the 
hold, hoping to smother the flames, but 
soon found that it was of no use. . Then 
six lines of hose at a working pressure 
of 180 pounds pumped water continu- 
ously. But on Sunday morning the 
flames apparently took a new start, and 
it was evident that outside help was 
needed, so S O S calls were sent and 
promptly answered by the Tuseania of 
the Anchor Line and La Touraine of the 

French Liné, both on their way to New 


“There was no oil in this hold, and 
it was remarkable how the fire see 

to burst out all april the -sides. “of the 
hold,”’ said the C n. ‘‘ Late Sa 
day night it’ seonsed that the fire was 
under cuntrol, but on Sunday morniny 
it broke out afresh in apparently sev- 
eral places at once. When the Tuscania 
came alongside at noon on Sunday they 
wave us all the assistance possible. 
I tied a cloth over my nose and mouth 
which had been soaked in vinegar and 
water and went down into the hold as 
far as I could. When the Tuscania’s 
men arrived the fire was too far ad- 
vanced for their apparatus to be of 
anv. great use.’ 

Nicolas A. Galanos, the agent of the 
National Steam evegnnen Company of 
Greece, which owne the steamship 
Athinai, “after a conference with Cap- 
tain Boziatzides at the Athens Hotel 
in East Forty-second Street last night, 
said that he, too, believed the fire was 
started by a fire bomb, and he placed 
the matter in the hands of a detective 
agency, to investigate the men employed 
in loading the cargo. 


Third Ship Fired by Bombs. 


The Athinai is the third steamer that 
has been set on fire by bombs or incen- 
diary torches placed in the hold among 
the cargo fn New York by agents who 
are trying to prevent supplies being 
shipped to the Allies. 

The first was the Atlantic transport 
liner Minnehaha, which caught fire in 
No. hold 500 miles east of Halifax in 
July, and had to put back to port. The 
second steamer was the Fabre liner Sant’ 
Anna, from New York to Marseilles, 
which put + ag the Azores last Friday 
with her No. 2 hold on fire, with 1,700 
passengers on board. 

Nicolas Pistonics, a Greek lawyer, on 
his way home to Athens, said that 
smoke was seen coming from the ven- 
tilators of No. 2 hold at 9 o’clock Satur- 
day morning, and the Captain dered 
steam to be turned on in the hold to 
suffocate the fire. As the smoke still 
continued, he ordered the hatches taken 
off, and then the hold was flooded with 
water. The sailors went down and got 
up a number of trunks to get at the 
fire, and worked all day hoisting up 
blazing bales of cotton, cotton waste, 
and big rolls of paper used for printing 
newspapers. 

‘“‘It was very exciting to watch them,” 
Pistonics said. ‘Many of the bales 
were only pect cigs below, but burst 
into flame directly they came into con- 
tact with the air.

STONEHENGE SOLD; 
‘ ENGLISHMAN BUYS IT 


$33,000 Given by C. H. E. Chubb 
for the Mysterious Rain 
on Salisbury Plain. 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—Stonehenge, the 
most ancient of British megalithic 
monuments, has been sold at auction 
for $33,000 to C. H, E. Chubb, an Eng- 
lishman, 





There are almost ds many theories as 
to the original purpose of Stonehenge 
as there are stones in the monument— 
and even the word “monument” is 
trobably a misnomer, It iies about ten 
miles to the north of Salisbury, in the 
middle of Salisbury Plain. The Saxons 
called it ‘‘ Stanhengest,’”’ or ‘“‘ Hanging 
Stones,”’ and a still earlier name was 
“ Cér Gawr,”’ (Giants’ Circle.) 

In its original form Stonehenge prob- 
ably consisted of two concentric cir- 
cles, enclosing two ellipses. Little of 
this, the most important megalithic 
ruin in England, and, indeed, in West- 
ern .Europe, now remains, but enough 
is left for a rough tracing of what the 
imposing’ monument or temple must 
have been. Of the outer circle of stoncs, 
about 100 feet in diameter, sixteen 
stones aré still standing, and five of the 
huge capstones also remain in position. 
The inner circle, about ‘nine feet away, 
was formed of smaller and more irreg- 
ular granite blocks. Within this, again, 
is a horseshoe ellipse, originally formod 
of five trilithons, or groups of two up- 
right blocks and one transverse blocks, 
of which only two are now perfect. One 
of the uprights lies broken on a blue 
marble stone known as the “altar 


stone.’’ 
The supposed sacred road leading to 
Stonehenge can still be traced. The 
monument has been called a temple of 
e Sun, a temple of serpent worshi 
Buddhist shrine, a planetarium, a hate 
tle ring, and many other things, but it 
seems to be fairly well estadlished that, 
whatever its original purpose, it was 
used by the Druids in their. mysterious 
HS wad It maya date anywhen from 
back, possibly, to 10,000 B. C., 
but probably belongs to the Bronze Age, 
whenever that may have been.

The censors have 
been. veracious enough, as far as. they 
went, and they have done no lying in the 
sense of saying what was not so, but 
they have tried, and for the time suc- 
cessfully, to deceive the British public 
andthe rest of the world by giving out 
as a complete revelation of the facts 
statements that covered only a part of 
them, 

Whether this was. right or not’ is a 
question that can be left to the profes- 
sional moralists. Even they, probably, 
would not be insistent that the spokes- 
men of a nation engaged in a desperate 
war with a powerful enemy should, when 
compelled to say something, recognize 
an obligation to tell the whole truth. 
Most other people: will view the problem 
as one of expediency rather than of 
morals—will ask if the end attained 
justified the deceptive concealment. . 

That ‘end was the creation of a belief 
that Zeppelins have a smaller destructive 
capacity than they really possess. The 
motive of the course pursued was obvi- 
ously a fear that, if the whole truth 
was known, either the Germans would 
be led to increase their efforts of this 
kind or the British public would yield to 
panic fears. But probably the Germans 
are doing all they can now, and all ac- 
counts agree that the Londoners were 
enraged rather than frightened by what 
they did know about the raids.

- The theory. that the Ancrease in, the .mor- 
tality from organic disease is due to ‘the de- 
eréase in the mortality, from. communicable 
disease most ‘cammon to the! younger ages 
seems logical, ‘and 4s. ‘the? firat ‘thought that 
occurs to one. But, unfortunately, “the in 
creasing organic-disease..problem cannot be 
80 easily disposed of. There are at least two 

facts In the way of the theory that this in- 
bell is natural and:to be expected. 

First, the life-saving from communicable 
disease has occurred. almost. wholly mong 
infants, children, ‘and-in early adult life. By 
tar the most of it has occurred. within the 
last twenty or..twenty-five years—since the 
discovery of the cause and meang of finding 
these germ diseases. mee, it is obvious 
that these people are not yet old enough to. 
reach the period ‘of middle Nfe and beyond; 
where ‘the degenerative disease death rate is 
pyscveny so rapidly. The census shows but 

a@-very slight change in recent years in the 
proportion. of the American eens above 
the ages 40 to 60. 

The second: consideration: which was: ap- 
parently overlooked is the: record..of the 
leading countries of Europe. If the decline 
in mortality fromthe germ diseases in Amer- 
ica has already caused a sufficient. number 
of additional lives to pasa into the. older 
age groups to cause the heavy increase in or- 
ganic disease, the same increase should have 
occurred in England and Wales, Sweden, 
Denmark, Prussia, &c., for in those countries 
the life saving from the germ diseases. has 
been even greater than in America, But in- 
stead of increasing, the mortality from or- 
ganic disease in those countries has virtually 
stood still: In England and Waics it has 
actually declined in recent years. 

Nor’can we ignore the fact, that the general 
death rate in the leading hygienic countries 
of Europe has decreased at all age periods, 
while it has. increased in this country above 
age-group 40. 

Whatever the cause 6 our declining power 
to resist organic disease may be, it appears 
from this that it is local to our country. It 
is true that Americans, like other people, 
must al} die of something, but the trouble is 
‘that they die too soon. They havé apparent- 
ly not yet adjusted themselves to the extra- 
ordinary changes in living habits and. con- 
ditions which have come to them in recent 
years, 

Occasionally we hear people try to’ solve 
this problem by the sweeping assertion that 
our mortality records are valueless.’ This 
is far from the fact. -We have enough re- 
liable records to clearly indicate the trend 
of mortality from the different diseases, and 
especially from large groups of diseases like 
those under consideration, and the. trend -of 
the general death rate is also relfably shown 
by our records. ; 

If we are told that the best records of 1880 
(Massachusetts and New Jersey) were not 
feliable for comparison, we compare with 
those of 1890 and get virtually the ‘same 
curve on degenerative diseases. And then we 
come down to 1900 and coinpare it with 1910 
and get a eimilar curve. ‘During this last 
census interval there.was very little change 
in accuracy or completeness of the: records 
in the registration area, and yet we find 
even in this.short period an increase in the 
degenerative diseases’ death rate ranging | 
from 17 per cent. to 38. per cent. in eight reg- 
istration States, and from 20 per cent. to 53 
per cent. in eight widely separated regis- 
tration cities, 

Making the most liberal ktipwasea for er- 
rors, it-is clear that this adverse ‘trend is 
still a serious matter. It is also worth re- 
membering that the records show that this 
increase is confined to no particular, class 
of our people or section of our country,. nor |: 
is it confined to the so-called strenuots ‘busi- | 
ness man or to indoor people. The census 
shows that in & group of male’ breadwinnérs 
numbering ‘over 4,000,000 the death rate from 
the. organic -group of diseases increased in 
ten years as follows:

But wholly aside trees the question of -the 
increase we are losing about 400,000 people 
annually from. these diseases. Virtually all 
of these deaths could be deferred, many of 
them for several years, by applying the 
knowledge which we have already gained 
from experience and science in the field of 
disease prevention. 

The importance of the new nationwide 
movement to spread knowledge of individual 
hygiene can be appreciated when we realize 
that at least 15,000,000 Americans are con- 
stantly in the development period of these 
maladies from the incipient to the serious 
stage. To teach these people how to guard 
against the early breaking down of the vital 
organs is a national life-saving, problem. 

As a matter of national defense and race 
protection ‘the Government should investi- 
gate the whole question of national vitality. 
and everything withinsthe bounds of reason 
should be done to urge our people to learn 
and obey the’ laws of individual hygiene. 
Surely the protection of the vitality of the 
race ig a national problem, 

A practical and comprehensive course in 
Personal hygiene has already been provided 
by the New York City school authorities for 
the elementary grades, and every schoo] in 
thecountry should be encouraged to adopt a 
similar plan.

Seeing that the 
active business Ijfe‘of the modern world 
tends to set aside this médiaevalism and 
produce: a- state of mind unfavorable to 
ecclesiastical domination, the Church has 
often, perhaps generally in South Amer 
ica, sympathized with the non-progres- 
sive arid uncommercial tendencies of so- 
ciety.’ It stood during the ‘colonial period 
in opposition to. the spirit of industrial 
and commercial enterprise, and the We 
habitants: of many parts of South r- 
ica still feel. the effects of the eccl 
tical paralysis that affected many gener- 
ations of their ancestors, . 

But the emancipated part of the popu- 
lation is today, as it always has been, 
eager for new things; and this class, 
resident in’ the’ few awakened cities, 
makes ‘the demand for imported wares. 
The simple wants of the common people 
that look.to importdtion &re almost en- 
tirely met by the introduction of certain 
kinds of cottons; but most of the wants 
of the. well-to-do -creoles and mestizos, 
whether they are the wants of comfort 
or of luxury, are satisfied by wares from 
abroad.

Views 
ing the situation’ from the point’ of 
view of the South American’s interests, 
it would, therefore, seem to be advisable 
for the nations: to the south to main- 
tain the closest possible relations with 
the European markets rather than to 
break with them, and throw themselves 
into the hands of American traders; who 
demand larger profits than their Euro- 
pean competitors, and whose costs of 
production are larger than those that 
must be met in the majority of Euro- 
Pean nations.

No 
such migration exists between the United 
States. and any Latin-American coun- 
try, nor is it probable that it ever will 
exist ;. for which, reason, amongothers, 
the shipment of fast freight from ‘the 
United States appears destined to suffer 
@ permanent hartdicap. 

“Phe inhabitants of the United States 
cannot, through any natural advantages 
which they possess, enter into a succesé< 
ful competition with Europeans; nor can 
this end be attained. by resolutions 
adopted by conventions. If ‘the United 
States succeeds in trade with the na- 
tions: of South America, it will. ‘be 
through conforming to such conditions: 
as will make the trade of this nation 
advantageous to them. It is not very 
difficult to fool the people in politics, 
but it is more difficult to fool them in 
matters of economics. If we ‘would 
trade with South Americans, our first 
business would seem to be to look to our 
domestic conditions; to be content with 
a European rate of profit; to let South 
American wares reach our markets with 
only a reasonable import duty; to set 
about acquiring at least some elementary 
knowledge concerning South America 
and the language of its inhabitants, and,

James W. Alexander, formerly Presi- 
dent ‘of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society and for many years one of the 
most prominent insurance officials and 
financiers of this. city,:died.at 7 o'clock: 
last night at the home of his son, Henry 
M.. Alexander, at Tuxedo Park, N. Y., 
where he had’ been bpending the sum- 
mer, in his seventy-seventh year. . With: 
him at. the: time were his wife, his sons, 
Henry. M. and. Frederick B. Alexander; 
his meee Be Mrs. John »W. Alexander; 
widow, of the artist, and his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Fenty M. Alexander. 

James Waddell Alexander was born in 
Princeton; 'N. J., and was.a son of the 
Rev. Dr. Jamés W. Alexander, for many 
Bt ad pastor of the Fifth Avenue Pres- 

yterian Church of this city. His grand- 
father was the Rev. Dr. Archibald Alex- 
ander. Both of his parents were Vir- 
ginians by. birth, and Mr. Alexander was 
in later life the President, of the Society 
of the Virginians of this city. 

He -was. graduated from Princeton 
University with the class. of 1860, re- 
ceiving the degree of A. M., and then 
for: two years studied law, being: ad- 
mitted to the bar of this State in 1862. 
Mr. Alexander then became one of the 
firm of Cummings, Alexander & Gréen, 
and practiced law until 1866, when he 
joined the Equitable Life’ "Assurance 
Society. 


History of the Seuttaple, 


The founder of the society, Henry B. 
Hyde, was a member of his father’s 
church and his closest friend. Accord- 
ingly when Mr. Hyde left the service 
of the Mutual. Life Insurance Company 
and undertook to organize a new insti- 
tution, the Alexander family became 
closely associated with the enterprise. 

The first President-of the Equitable 
Society was . C. Alexander, the broth- 
er of the Rev. “Dr, Alexander, an uncle 
of Henry B. Hyde being ‘the first Vice 
President of the society, and his first 
Secretary was James’ W. Alexander. It 
is said that the.first :$100,000 of stock 
which the society was required: to have 
in: order to begin business, was largely 
subscribed by members of the congrega- 
tion of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church. 

After Henry B. Hyde had-the Equita- 
ble well under way,.Mr. Alexander be- 
came his right-hand man in the insur- 
ance end of the business, and in 1871 
was promoted to be-Second Vice Presi- 
dent, four years later becoming First 
Vice President. 

In 1899, when Mr. Hyde died, Mr; Al> 
exander was chosen as his successor as 
President until the time should come 
when: James’ Hazen Hyde should cake 
his father’s place. He resigned. in 1905, 
after the controversy that -résulted in 
the ousting of the Hyde family from the 
control of the society. ; 


His Controversy with Hyde. 


The controversy which arose over the 


mutualization issue is understood to 
have had jts origin in a question which 
Mr. Alexander had been seriously con- 
sidering for years’ previous, in view of 
his prospective retirement from. active, 
business. This was the fundamental 
question of one-man control of insur- 
ance companies, which was almost in- 
evitable in a@.corporation:.where a com-. 
mber .of shares, con- 
ee led: mmulli6éns: of cquars’ “worl of as- 


ee atlicting stories have ‘been told of 
the beginning’ of ‘the controversy that 
ended in the reorganization of the 
Equitable. The public record of Mr. 
Alexander’s course, as indicated by the 
measures. that he and his following. on 
the Board of Directors advocated, during 
the strenuous months of the Bauitable 
controversy, established the fdct at 
he stood fast for the elimination of one- 
man control at any cost, If he fell a 
victim to the disclosures of the insur- 
ance methods in. which -he had. been 
brought up, he was still credited with 
having sacrificed a large part.6f his 
personal fortune for the sake of the 
principi.) he believed to be vital to the 
aauiteos Society. 

The Legislature, stirred ‘by the Alex- 
ander-Hyde controversy, provided for a 
gencral insurance investigation, and 
ormer Governor Charles ©. Hughes was 
selected as chief counsel for the com- 
mittee. By his policy during the inves- 
tigation he received a unanimous_report 
of the legislative committee and devised 
legislation that. would prevent a con- 
tinuance. or recurrence of irregularities 
in the handling of insurance’ company 
business. Gov. 
this investigation played a large part in 
his subsequent election to the Govern- 
orship. 

Mr. Alexander resigned from the Pres- 
idency of the society, after the control 
of the stock passed to Thomas F.. Ryan. 
Soon after that he collapsed and his 
condition became so serious, by reason 
of an ailment of long standing. that he 
retired to a sanitarium at’ Deerfield, 
Mass., for a: complete rest. m , 


Made a Tour of the World. 


Mr. Alexander, after recovering his 
health, announced his retirement from 
active business and resigned a number 
of Directorships he held in various cor- 
porations. He-traveled extensively, and 
made a tour of the world, visiting 

Egynpt,. India, Burma, Ceylon, © China,‘ 
and Japan. In 1907 it was reported that 
he was seriously ill while on his way 
to Shanghai, but later he recovered. 

While in Turkey he visited Constanti- 
nople, and by courtesy of the American 
Amba *-sador was permitted to be pres- 
ent at the ceremony of the Selamlik and 
saw Abdul Hamid, then Sultan, pass 
from the Yildiz Kiosk to the Mosque for 
noon-day prayer. Mr. Alexander re- 
turned to this country in May,.1909, and 
lived practically in retirement since that 

me. 
ae was one of the Trustees of. Prince- 
ton University and a member of thé Uni- 
versity Club, of which he was President 
for eight years: the Princeton Club, of 
which he was President for six. years, 
and. of the Metropolitan and Century 
Clubs. Mr. Alexander was also a*mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
American: Museum of Natural History, 
the punicioes St Art Society, and the Na- 
tional Art Society. 

Of recent years he had made his home 
in Princeton, N. J. He is_survived by 
his wife, who was Miss. Elizabeth B. 
Williamson and whom He married in 
1864, and by two sons and a daughter.

REV. DAVID S. PHELAN DIES. 


Editor of Western Watchman Was 
Famous for Courage and Wit.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 21.—The. Rev, 
Father David S, Phelan, priest, editor, 
and militant ecclesiastical, lawyer, died 
here today in. his seventy-fifth yéar. 
He was ons of the best-known «priests 
in this country ‘and had gained fame for 
his. fearlessness and biting wit. - 

Father Phelan had own editor af. his 
paper, The Western Watchman, for 
tifty-two years, and several years ago 
printed the directions for his own 
funeral in its editorial columns,

Two years iater:+he started. his 
paper, and it was said that’ even’ the 
Church authorities were never safe. from 
caustic criticism in its.columns; and as 
a@ result he received frequent rebuk.s 
from them..

Glennoa 
for. his.defense of.the tango, and ordere,i 
to print without comment on the edi- 
torial page Of The Western Watchman 
a@ letter from the Archbishop contain- 
ing a cebuke for his stand-on this sub- 
ject. Father Phelan did so, and added 
the Archbishop’s private letter to him 
containing the. order,* which: appeared 
following the rebuke

Rosaries and Mohair Noils Among 
the Articles Passed On.

Adverse action was taken in the pro- 
test case of Mills & Gibbs. The im- 
porters in this case appealed to reap- 
praisement from the value at which the 
firm entered merchandise. Upon reap- 
praisement tne merchandise was found 
as of a value less than the entercd 
value. Colléctor Malone, however, un- 
der instructions from Assistant Secre- 
tary of ‘the Treasury Peters, liquidated 
the entry at the entered value. This 
action Mills & Gibbs at the hearing 
claimed was érroneous, it being assert- 
ed that the entry should. have been 
liquidated at the value found upon reap- 
praisement.

Dr. T. H. Norton, Government Agent, 
Impressed. with Protess to ‘Use’ 
Benzol for Explosive. 





The. domestic. dyestuffs “famine ‘has 
reached a stage that South, America is 
being scoured for small lots of colors for 
textile manufacturers. here. ’ This was 
the announcement’ made. yesterday by 
Dr: Thomas H: Norton, the Government 
investigator, with headquarters in the 
Custom Housé, ‘after ‘conferring with 
the representative of a large trading 
company doing business in South Amer- 
ica. 

While. the countries of the Southern 
Continent are dependent on Germany 
for chemicals and dyestuffs, the trading 
concern conceived the idea: of making an 
active search through its agencies. for 
such lots,of coal tar colors as holders 
might “be willing to relinquish at. pre- 
vailing high prices. ‘The search was 
successful to the extent of between 2,000 
and 3,000 pounds. Dr. Norton said that 
the quantity ‘thus obtained, while not 
large, would ‘be’ a welcome addition to 
the fast diminishing stocks in American 
textile mills.

Even Breathing Spells: ‘Are Im- 
possible Now, New York 
Lawyer Reports.

Howard Taylor, the lawyer, of 30 Pine 
Street, who has just returned from.a six 
Weeks’ visit to England, Holland, Ger- 
many, Austria, Switzerland, and.France, 
said yesterday that the most distressing 
sight in: the cities of Europe, especially 
the great Continental capitals, Bérlin, 
Vienna, and Paris, was the great num- 
ber of wounded men who crowded the 
streets and were everywhere to be seen. 

In each of the countries named, Mr. 
Taylor visited the American. Embassies 
or Legations, making his longest stay in 
Berlin with Ambassador Gerard, whose 
intimate friend Mr. Taylor has been from 
boyhood. ; 

Speaking .of the American diplomatic 
representatives in the ‘belligerent coun- 
tries, Mr. Tay!or said that as a body 
of men they could not be surpassed, and 
that the American people had ng idea 
of the tremendous amount of work they 
and the aitachés under them had shoul- 
dered as a result of the war in Europe. 

“TI was struck with the huge amount 
of work that our Anibassadors and Min- 
isters are called upon to do,” said Mr. 
Taylor, “and it is work that is con- 
tinuous and seemingly never ending. Mr. 
Gerard in Berlin, Mr, Sharpe in Paris, 
Mr. Penfield i” Vienna. Mr. Page in 
London, and ail the rest of our repre- 
sentatives are men to be proud. of, ‘ihey 
no fonger know what a ‘day off’ means. 
Bach timbassy is now several Embassies 
in @ne, so to speak. In Beriin there are 
the\ British department and the Japa- 
nese department; in ondon and in fans 
there are the German and the Austrian 
departments, each with its own mass of 
detail to attena to. 
Ambassador in Europe who can afford 
even a breathing spell to get away from 
the capital of the country to wiich he 
ig accredited. 

“In Berlin Mr. Gerard is personally 
most popular, and despite his arduous 
duties: he seems ‘to be in better health 
than I have ever kno him to be. Mr. 
Gerard is American to the core, and for 
his country first, last, and all the time. 
In Paris Mr, Sharpe is a ‘corker.’ He 
is a delight ana the very embodiment 
of courtesy. American interests. are 
more than safe in his hands. The same 
is true of Mr. Page in London and all 
the rest of these tireless and spiendid 
Americans.’’ 

How did Germany impress you?’”’ 
Mr. Taylor was asked. 

‘It looked about as usual, The fac- 
tories were going, the theatres were 
open, and the people. apparently going 
aboyt their business. it was the tre- 
mendous number of ‘wounded that gave 
to the picture its dark aspect. hey 
Were everywhere and the effect was most 
distressing. The same was true of Vien-. 
na and Paris and the other cities, out- 
side of England, Holland, and Switzer- 
land, that 1 visited. 

* There was. another phase of the sit- 
.uation that also impressed me, and that 
was the uniform courtesy and consid- 
eration of everybody I saw in the coun- 
tries I visited. Not a single unpleas- 
ant word or incident do I recollect hav- 
ing heard or see. 

‘ Are the German people still confi- 
dent that victory will be on their side 
in this war?’ 

‘*I don’t know whether they are or 
not,’’ Mr. Taylor answered.:- ‘* Every- 
thing and everybody seemed to be get- 
ting along about as usual, and you 
would not have seen the difference ex- 
cept for the presence of the wounded 
men in the streets and public places.’’ 

Mr. Taylor saw great numbers ' of 
prisoners of war in. all the belligerent 
ay rp 

You observed them working in the 
fields, on the roads, and performing 
other labor of a public improvement na- 
ture,”’ he said, ‘‘ And I want to tell 
you there is no truth in the stories. that 

- these prisoners are not wel! treated and 
cared for, They are all pretty well off, 
all things considered, ana what I- say 
refers to all the nations of war. I was 

@ impressed with the cheerfulness and 
contentment of these imen, who, it 
seemed, realized that they at least were 
out of danger and well fed. 

Im all the countries I visited, what 
impressed me most was the fact that, 
outside of the -immediate war zones, 
everybody and everything appeared to 
be getting along desp:.te. the war. Ev- 
erybody, it seemed, had made up his 
mind to get along in spite of the war. 

“In England everything séems to be 
about as* usual. The principal topic of 
conversation seemed to be Zeppelins 
and conscription. I. was in London on 
the night of the great Zeppelin raid, 
and perhaps you will: be surprised to 
know that they pulled off that raid 
without my knowing a thing. about it. 
I was. in a theatre,. and the first that I 
knew about their pagans | visited Lon- 
don was when I saw it in the newspa- 
pers the next morning. 

. “Of the countries I visited Holland 
seems to be the happiest. The: Dutch 
are a wonderful people, and they are 
all cheerful.. They have a fine army 
and know it, and yet enjoy the .satis- 
faction of realizing they don’t have to 
use it.’’ No matter where he went in 
ada Mr. Taylor said that he saw 
copies of the American newspapers. ° 

“ They seemed to be everywhere,’’ he 
remarked, “and you can rest assured 
that what is printed here is soon known 
to nearly everybody on the other side.”
